WASHINGTON, July 16.—Secretary 
Hughes defended today, in an inter- 
view obtained by THE New York TIMES 
correspondent, his course in dealing with 
the League of Nations, and answered 
criticisms that he had been discourteous 
to the League and had hampered it in | 
its work. These criticisms were voiced 
yesterday in a statement issued by Ray- |} 
mond B. Fosdick, former Under Secre- 
tary General of the League. 

Mr. Hughesjwas seen by the corre- | 
spondent at Greystones, his suburban | 
residence, near Rock Creek Park. When | 
his attention was called to Mr. Fosdick's 
comment he made an exception to the 
general practice of Secretaries of State 
and talked freely, with the understand- 
ing that what he said might be pub- 
lished, 

One of the 
Mr. Hughes 


statements 
in his interview was 
that in the last fourteen months 
ef the Wilson Administration eigh- 
teen communications out of thirty- 
three from the League of- Nations had 
not been answered. This was shown"by 
an examination of the files of the State 
Department, the Secretary said. One 
of the charges against Mr. Hughes by 
advocates of the League has been that 
he failed to respond to its communi- 
cations, and Mr. Fosdick repeated the 
charge in his statement published today. 

The Secretary made puylic on Fri- 
day his answer. to Hamilton Holt, Pres- 
ident of*the Woodrow Wileof Democ- 
racy of New York City, who asked 
whether it was not time for the Harding 
Administration to give the people an 
unequivocal statement of its position 
tegarding the League of Nations. 

In his statement, as printed in THe 
New YorK Times today, Mr. Fosdick 
said that Mr. Hughes's response to Mr. 
Holt ‘‘ is interesting for what it omits,’’ 
and he cited several instances of al- 
leged shortcomings of this Government 
in dealing with the League. He ended 
the statement by saying: 

““Do we have to treat the League with 
contempt just to prove we do not be- 
long to it? Non-membership is one 
question; open hostility is another.”’ 


Denies Hampering Mandates. 


The first statement by Mr. Fosdick 
to which Secretary Hughes calléd at- 
tention was ‘‘ that the attitude of the 
State Department on the League's 
program of mandates nearly wrecked 
the whole plan.”’ To this Mr. Fosdick 
@dded: 

“For over a year the mandate situ- 
ation has been blocked, and the vast 
territories involved have been deprived 
of international supervision, which was 
ene of the most forward-looking prin- 
ciples laid down in the covenant. of 
the League.”’ 

Mr. Hughes said that he was “ sur- 
prised and deeply regretted that such 
@ statement had been made.”’ He felt 
obliged, he said, to characterize it as 
* seriously misleading.’’ He thought it 
@ pity that those who were so keenly 
interested in the work of the League 
ef Nations should not endeavor at 
least to be fair to their own Govern- 
gnent. 

It was contrary to the fact, said 
Mr. Hughes, to state that the attitude | 
ef the State Departme2nt with respect | 
to the mandates had ‘‘.nearly wrecked 
fhe whole plan’’ or that ‘‘for over a} 
wear the mandate situation had been 
blocked ’’ through the State Depart- 
ment.

THE HAGUE, July 16.—The Russian 
delegates to The Hague conference 
drafted today a letter to M. Patyn, 
President of the Non-Russian Commis- 


sion, in an effort to resurrect the con- 
ference. 

The letter, which will be forwarded 
tomorrow is an answer to the letter of 
M. Patyn informing M. Litvinoff thet 
the debts sub-commission saw no fur- 
ther use for continuing negotiations, but 
announcing that it was not too late for 
the Russians to put forward new pro- 
Pposals. 

The Russians’ letter begins by asking 
the Allies and neutrals to state the total 
amount of compensation desired for na- 
tionalized properties, which they agree 
to pay as far as possible. The Rus- 
sians demanded to know the extent of 
claims before, and now they say that 
the Allies: an@dneutrais fear to answer 
because the amount is so staggering, ex- 
ceeding the German reparations figures, 
that even America would see the nec:s3- 
sity of slashing the figures from 50 to 
75 per cent. 

The letter avoids using the word 
credit, but it again asserts that Russia’s 
ability to meet her obligations depends 
uron help received from, outside coun- 
tries. It asks whether if the countries 
are willing to help in reconstruction, 
hew -far they are prepared to go to 
this end. It carefully explains that the 
reason for desiring to know the extent 
of claims against Russia is so that the 
Bolsheviki can arrange a system for 

ayment. Restitution of property in 
many cases is impossible, even if Russia 
is willing, it is asserted. 


Want to Settle Claims Privately. 


A recommendation is made that Russia 
be permitted to settle private claims 
with the private holders, agreeing to 
consider the claimant according to cate- 
gcries instead of individually. The 
Bolsheviki estimate that 90 per cent. of 
the claims can be settled privately to 
the satisfaction of private holders, and 
agree to arbitrate the other 10 per cent, 
which cannot: be settled otherwise. 

The Russians state their willingness 
tu give proofs that a settlement of pri- 
vate claims canbe effected by naming 
numerous cases where: this has already 
been done. They have in mind the In- 
ternational Harvester Company and the 
Westinghouse Electric Company, as well 
as agreements practically concluded 
with Leslie Urquhart, President of the 
British Associated Russian Creditors, 
and Colonel Boyle of tre Shell Company.

PARIS, July 16.—The coming week 
may bring important developments in 
the tangled and difficult reparations 
situation. The Ailied Committee on 
Guarantees left Berlin today for Paris 
; and upon its report Tuesday to the 
Reparation Commission a great deal 
depends. The committee has been study- 
ing in the German capital steps which 
might be taken to watch over the Ger- 
man finances, and inasmuch as France 
without doubt will demand, if a mé6ra- 
torium is granted, that the Allies shall 
have a certain control over the finances 
of Germany, the opinions of the Com- 
| mittee on Guarantees will bear much 
weight. 

While the French public !s coming 
gradually to see that the full repara- 
tion program probably never will be 
realized, yet recent developments@@fave 
tended to stir up a good deal of ill- 
humor in France. The German fiscal 
crisis and the accompanying demand 
for a suspension of money payments on 
reparations account for two years nat- 
urally did not comfort Frenchmen, but 
it was received with comparative calm. 
Then what Paris regarded as the haste 
of Premier Lloyd George in saying, be- 
fore he had consulted the French, that 
a moratorjum should be granted served 
to cause irritation, which was increased 
by the German notification that it was 
impossible to keep up coal deliveries 
of 1,900,000 tons monthly and demand 
for permission to decrease the amount 
by one-third. 


New Demand From Berlin. 


And then yesterday came a German 
demand that Berlin be relieved for 
three years from making payments in 
cash for the liquidation of claims of 
French nationals against German na- 
tionals. Germany had agreed to pay 
$10,000,000 monthly to settle the balance 
of some $100,000,000 due Frenchmen, and 
had recently made three such nayments. 
This new demand has not made it easier 
for the French Government to deal with 
the whole reparations question. 

Seeing the growing liklihwod of getting 
very little more of cash payments from 
Germany for some time to come the 
French Government is turning its at- 
tention to payment py Germany in kind 
and a new note from Paris to Berlin in- 
vites the Germans to co-operate to put 
the Wiesbaden system into effect by 
the end of this month. It is believed 


that Germany will not delay giving as- 
surances of this co-operation. 

In the French mind payments by Ger- 
many are basically -connected with 
France's taking care of her indebtedness 
to England and the United States. It 
is ‘Absolutely and utterly impossible to 
get out of Frenchmen’s heads the idea 
that td repair the damage Germany did 
ir.

Fort Lee, were guests Saturday night at 
the Venzlick home in John Street, Fort 
Lee. Venzlick offered to take them 
home, and his wife aceompanied the 
party. In Anderson Avenue, Cliffside 
Park, near Oakdeane Avenue, Venzlick 
tried to swerve the car to avoid a hole 
in the road, but apparently failed to 
slow down. The car swung sharply and 
overturned, burying Mrs. Venzlick and 
Miss Bush under it. 

The men, who were thrown clear, Pea 
to. raise the car, but both were. weak 
from their injuries and they could not 
move it. They were aided finally by a 
group of passing motorists, who took 
the women out and then rushed all of 
the party to the hospital. 

Mrs. Venzlick was unconscious when 
taken from the wreckage and died a 
few minutes later at North Hudson 
Hospital. Miss Bush was also uncon- 
scidus and the hospital physicians said 
there was little hope of her recovery. 
Venzlick’s left shoulder was dislocated 
and Kohbig suffered severe cuts and 
bruises.

GOLD SEEKERS FADE IN RAILROAD YARD

Nine Business Men Who Started 


for Belgian Congo Are on 
Way Back From Brussels. 


LIFE INSURANCE CANCELED 


Then Belgian Authorities Re- 
fused Permit to Work the 
““Gold-Paved River.”’ 


KATONAH, N. Y., July 16.—The nine 
gold seekers, all substantial  busi- 
ness men of this locality, who set sail 
for a gold river in the Belgian Congo, 
a month ago today, are returning to the 
United States empty handed, according 
to a report received~here today, and 
with their dreams of fabulous wealth 
shattered through unforeseen circung 
stances. 
gled in the meshes of red tape, and ha@ 
to give up the expedition before they 
really: were under way. 

One of the discouragements that beset 
the ‘party, which in itself was sufficient 
to have them forego the expedition, was 
the failure to gét life insurance, ‘a de- 
tail which they deemed expedient for the 
benefit of their families on the eve of 
such a perilous quest. Another was be- 
cause they couldn’t obtain the necessary 
concession from the proper officials 
which would permit them to work the 
district where the gold is said to be 
located. 

When the party sailed from New York 
on June 17 on the White Star liner Ma- 
jestic they had taken the precaution: to 
secure large life insurance policies, so 
that in the event. of the expedition com- 
ing to grief their families would be prop- 
erly cared for, but when the home office 
of the life insurance company learned of 
the dangers of the expedition the men 
were about to undertake the policies 
were canceled on the ground that the 
nature of the trip had not been set forth 
in the applications. When the company 
reached this decision the gold seekers 
| were on the high seas. It was not until 
they reached Brussels that they learned 
lof this, and they immediately set about 
l trying to: get- another company to write 
policies on their lives, but, according to 
the report here, were unsuccessful. 

When they found in addition that they 
could not obtain official concessions they 
became discouraged, and after a confer- 
ence determined to return to the United 
States. It is understood that they may 
reach their homes before the end of this 
week. 

Those who: started on the gold quest 
were Edward Percy Barrett, Repub- 
lican leader in northern Westchester ; 
Julius *J. Dolgos, a chemical engineer, 
of Golden's Bridge; A. C. Brower. Ray- 


mond Brower, Charles F. Ganung, Rob- 
ert Elseman, ‘all of this locality; Albert 
Pemberton of New York; William H. 
Odell Jr. of South Norwalk, and: Cap- 
tain Carlos de Montanha of Brooklyn. 

They embarked on the enterprise after 
they’ had heard the tale of Dolgos to 
the effect that while serving in the 
mounted forces in Africa during. the 
war his horse stumbled with him down 
a deep ravine landing beside a gold- 
aun river. He says he picked up a 
handful of the gold, kept the secret 
from his soldier comrades, and_ later 
sold the nuggets to a jeweler for $1,600. 

When. he came to Katonah he told one 
or two of the prominent. residents about 
his discovery in the Belgian Congo, 600 
miles from viiiisetion, and a company 
was formed here to ee the expe- 
dition.

CHICAGO, July 16.—With ten more 
strikebreakers reported to be suffering 
from poisoned milk served to them by 
railway commissaries, making a total of 
seventy now stricken, a daily inspection 
of every railroad yard where’ workers 
are being fed and housed was ordered 
this afternoon by Health Commissioner 
Bundesen. 

So far the yards of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St.Paul road at North Cali- 
fornia and West Grand Avenues and at 
Galewood are the only ‘spots affécted. 
Fear that the poison plot, for-a plot is 
declared to exist, may extend to other 
yards in the city caused the assignment 
of a score of Health Department em- 
ployes to cover every one of them. 

Samples of the milk given to the 
workers was obtained today and are

KIDNAP AND BEAT GUARDS. 


North Carolina Strikers Warned 
Troops May Be Used. 


ROCKY MOUNT, N. C., July 16.—All 
available Deputy Sheriffs in Edgecombe 
County were called to duty today, fol- 
lowing an attack on a squad of railroad 
guards. In a proclamation to strikers 
the city authorities warned that further 
outbreaks would result in a request that 
troops be sent to control the situation. 

A Mumber of the ards we kid- 
napped, taken into the woods and se- 
verely beaten. Two of them were re- 
ported to have been seriously injured. 

Six of the thirteen special agents and 
guards who were kidnapped by the mob 
of alleged strikers and sympathizers 
were still missing tonight.

OLEAN MOB BEATS GUARD. 


Men and Women Invade Train Car- 
rying 250 Strike-Breakers. 


OLEAN, N. Y., July 16.—More than 
1,000 men and women swarmed into the 
Pennsylvania Railroad yards here to- 
night to meet a train which, it was 
rumored, was carrying strike-breakers to 
work in the local railroad shops. One 
‘guard on the train was badly beaten by 
the mob, and is in a-.serious condition 
in a local hospital.

Union Pacific Head Fixes Status of 
Returning Strikers. 


OMAHA, July 16.—President Carl L. 
Gray of the Union Pacific system in 
a letter to E. B. Calvin, Vice President 
of the system, setting forth the position 
of. the Union Pacific regarding striking 
shopmen, today said the only way a 
former employe could enter the service 
would be as a new employe, and that 
the Union Pacific pledged itself to make 
no settlement of the strike which would 
deprive new employes or those who re- 
mained loyal of their rights or jobs. 


GUARD COS GOB POWER HOUSE. 


Deputies Called After Outbreaks of 
New Haven Strikers. 


COS COB, Conn., July 16.—Serious 
trouble igs expected at the power house 
here, whence the New Haven road ob- 
tains its electrical supply for service 
between New York and New Haven, ac- 
cording to reports tonight. 

Following several slight disturbances, 


said to have been started by strikers 
this afternoon, constables and deputies 
were placed on guard about the build- 
ing. It was also reported that some of 
the men at work in the power house 
would walk out at midnight, but at a 
late hour they had not done so. The 
plant here also furnishes power to the 
town of Greenwich. ; 


ORDER RESTORED AT SCRANTON 


Mayor Appeals to the Strikers— 
Machinist Picket Arrested. 


SCRANTON, Pa., July 16.—Mayor 
Durkan today issued a statement to the 
striking railroad shopmen, freight han- 
dlers and maintenance-of-way men 
urging them to remain peaceful and 
obey the law. 

Comparative quiet prevailed today-here 
and in Carbondale, the only disorder 
reported resulting in the arrest of Henry 
Stark, said to be a striking machinist, 
who was doing picket duty. He was 
alleged to have assaulted a man he sus- 
pected of being an imported workman, 


but who turned out to be a detective. 
He was held for a hearing. 


CALL NEW SCALE DECEPTION, 


Shopmen Say the Pennsylvania's 
“Increase” Is Really Decrease. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 16.—Striking 
shopmen of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
consider the new wage scale put into 
effect today by that road a complica- 
tion of the grievances already existing, 
wees to James Caldwell, Chairnian 
of the Strike Committee. He termed 
the new schedule a ‘‘ gross misrepresen- 
tation ’’ on the part of the company. 

** While the new schedule is supposed 
to be one cent an hour more than that 
fixed by the Railway Labor Board, the 
company has reclassified many men, re- 
ducing machinists to the rating of ma- 
chinists’ helpers, thus cutting the ma- 
chinists’ rate from 22 to 26 cents under 
the Labor Board rates,’’ Caldwell said. 


ILL-FATED ENGINE A WRECK. 


L. & N. Locomotive Known as “‘The 
Killer” Has ite Last Run. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 16.—Louis- 
ville and Nashville passenger locomotive 
No. 230, known to railroad men as ‘‘ The 
Killer,”’ because of the lives lost in ac- 
cidents in which it has figured, les on 
a side track here today, a crippled hulk 
of twisted steel. 

Pulling the Southland, an, all-steel pas. 
senger train, from Cincinnati to Jack- 
sonville, No. 230 this morning burst a 
cylinder head above La Follette, Tenn., 
The driving bearn wrecked the enginé 
before it could be stopped. & 

With the driving beam piercing his cab 
with almost every revolution, John Tum- 
mins, veteran engineer, remained at the 
throttle and brought the train to a stop 
before it left the rails. It was halted 
on the brink of a precipice.

ORDERED ON DUTY 


Police and Federal Authorities 
Act Following Way Men’s 
Threats. 


200 DEPUTIES ON PATROL 


Minor Disturbances Reported 
Jersey and Manhattan in 


Rail Walkout.

Faced with the possibility of an un- 
authorized walkout of 75,000 mainte- 
nance-of-way men in this district with- 
in the next forty-eight hours, rallroad 
managers yesterday began preparations 
to meet such a complication in the 
shopmeén’s strike begun two weeks ago. 

Police and, Federal authorities also 
took steps to give protection to prop- 
erty and to insure against interference 
by the strikers or their sympathizers 
with the mails and commerce. Hun- 
dreds of police and about 200 Federal 
Deputy Marshals were on duty at New 
York and New Jersey railroad termi- 
nals, shops and yards. Police officials 
announced that guards around railroad 
property would be increased today and 
that all precaution had been’ taken to 
put down disturbances, Strike leaders 
said that they would also deputize men 
to preserve order in the rank and file 
and that only the pickets would ap- 
proach railroad company property. 


| Minor Disturbances Reported. 


| Minor disturbances kept the police of 
| Jersey City and Manhattan busy. The 
most serious of these occurred near the 
Erie Railroad terminal in Jersey City, 
where a mob of strikers and their sym- 
pathizers surrounded and roughly 
handled two strikebreakers, who were 
finally rescued by the police, 


The strikebreakers were surrounded 


by the crowd and were being beaten 
when police guarding the *erminel 
charged into the mob and scattered it, 
using their clubs. . The strikebreakers, 
who told the potice they had bden en- 
gaged by a Manhattan employment 
agency and had been working on the 
Greenwood Lake division of the Erie 
Railroad near Caldwell, were held as 
disorderly persons. They ave their

Two Sent to Workhouse. 


The first clash between strikers and| 
strikebreakers in Manhattan occurred | 
in the morning, and resulted in three| 
men being arraigned before Magistrate 
| Charles A. Oberwager in the West Side 
Court, and sentenced to five days each 
in the workhouse. 

The three were arraigned by Police- 
man John McLaughlin of the West Six- 
ty-vighth Street Station and said they 
were Owen McQuade and Michael Shee- 
hen, chauffeurs, of 201 West Sixty-sixth 
Street and Thomas Smith, laborer, of 
243 West Sixty-sixth Street. 

Patrolman McLaughlin testified that

Complicates Peace Efforts. 


The attitude of a number of the oper- 
ators made for a confused situation and 
served to complicate the Administra- 
tion’s efforts at a settlement of the 
strike. 

Further interest was added to the mix- 


up when Secretary Hoover, who has 
been carrying on most of the Adminis- 
tration’s negotiations with the operators, 
appeared at the Washington Hotel soon 
after the operators, who had held their 
meeting there, adjourned. Mr. Hoover 
seemed to be not a little surprised when 
he heard that the conference had ad- 
journed without arriving at any con- 
clusion. 

A. meeting between Mr. Hoover and 
Mr. Ogle of the National Coal Associa- 
tion at Mr. Hoover's home was ar- 
ranged at the request of the former. / it 
continued until late tonight. 

As Mr. Hoover was leaving the hotel 
he was asked if there was any comment 
he was willing to make about the ‘sit- 
uation as it then shaped up. 

‘“‘There is nothing new that I know 
about,’’ he replied. ‘‘ We have had no 
meetings today with the representatives 
of the operators or miners. We are 
simply waiting to see whether this de- 
pbacle, or whatever you want to call it, 
develops.”’ 

Mr. Ogle was at one of the caucus 
meetings at the Willard Hotel when Mr. 
Hoover appeared at the Washington Ho- 
tel. He was hurriedly summoned to 
the Washington, but r. Hoover left 
just before he arrived. Mr. Ogle dashed 
away from the hotel in an automobile 
a few minutes later, apparently headed 
for the Hoover home. 


Operators’ Views Divergent. 


The developments tonight do not nec- 
essarily méan that the operators flatly 


will reject the President's arbitration 
proposal, but they added no little to the 
uncertainty of the situation. One rep- 
resenative of the operators said there 
were about sixty operators at the t-rief 
general conference tonight, and at least 
sixty different expressions of opinion 
as to what Rg ro ne eo in framing 
eply to the President. 

“that Secre ry Hoover and other Ad- 
ministration leaders were’ keenly dis- 
appointed over the action of the oper- 
ators in adjourning tonight without en- 
deavoring to reach definite conclusions 
was obvious. <A brief statement issued 
at the White House yesterday said that 
the President expected to have the reply 
of the operators by tomorrow morning, 
and that now seems highly improbable, 
to say the least. Operators expressed 
the opinion that it would take consid- 
erable time after they assembled in gen- 
eral conference again tomorrow morning 
at 11 o’clock before they could hope 
to draft a reply, 

The General Policy Committee of the 
United Mine Workers of America is to 
meet tomorréw morning at 10 o'clock, 
and there were reports that the opera- 
tors had adjourned thelr meeting until 
they were able to determine what, if 
any, action the mine workers might take 
tomorrow.

200 Deputies on Patrol Duty. 


More than two hundred United States 
deputy marshals are now on patrel duty 
along the Erie and Lackawanna Rail- 
roads in New Jersey and New York. 


One hundred deputies stood ard over 
the Erie shops and yards in New Jersey, 
and fifteen more were on duty a mile 
or 80 north et the Lackawanna shops 
in Hoboken. Twenty-five New York 
ex-service men, sworn in here by United 
States Commissioner Hitchcock Satur- 
day, took posts on the Hrie’s up-State 
right of way to Nyack, Port Jervis and 
Middletown. ~ 
Prospects of a clash between the new 
deputies and strikers or their sympa- 
thizers were'not déemed likely hére, as 
the instructions issued to the Federal 
marshals stated plainly, it was pointed 
out by rallroad officials, that they were 
not being sent to protect railway prop. 
erty, but to prevent interference with 
the mails and intersate commerce. 
Defying the Federal Government to 
draft or call for volunteers to fill the 
places of the strikers, the Central Strike 
Committee declared that ‘‘ both méth- 
ods are fatal, and will stir up more 
trouble than there is already.’’ It also 
predicted that the walkout would be 
extended to all the maintenance of way 
men in the New York district within 
the next two days, and said 2,000 sta- 
tionary engineers, firemen and oilers in 
this section would obey the latest strike 
call, effective today. John J. Dowd, 
Chairman of the committee, said the 
men would strike today, adding that re- 
ports from all over the district indi- 
cated that they are ‘tired of waiting 
for President Grable to issue a call to 
Strike.’’ Action here, he said, would be 
the — to the maintehance of way 
men all over the country to walk out. 


Says 15,00 Way Men Are Out. 


William Parker, President of the East- 
ern Association of General Chairmen of 
the United Brotherhood of Maintenance 
of Way Employes and Railway Shop 
Laborers, estimated yesterday that at 
least 20 per cent., or 15,000, of the 75,000 
members of the unlon already had quit 
work in this district. He displayed a 
telegram from the leader of the West 


Shore maintenance men at Kingston 
showing that 300 workers had quit there 
and that 400 others would walk out with- 
in_ forty-eight hours. ® 

Reports from Jersey points showed 
that the section men were quitting the 
Lehigh Valley and Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, and the indications were 
that further walkouts would be recorded 
today. 

Strike leaders estimated last. night 
that all but 200 of the 2,000 stationary 
firemen and ollers in this district or- 
dered to strike this morning at 7 o'clock 
already had quit. Most of the 200 re- 
maining at work, it was said, were 
employed in railroad power houses, 
which union officials said they hoped 
to cripple by the new atrike order. 

Special canvass was made by commit- 
tees of Long Island strikers to make 
certain that all firemen and oilers in 
the Pennsylvania power house at Long 
Island City would obey the strike order 
{issued by their unfon in Chicago. Union 
leaders have been attempting to shut 
down this power house, which supplies 
the pe Island and Pénnsylvania Rall. 
road with power, since the shopmen 
first walked out. 

Less than one-third of the mainte- 
nance of way men want to remain at 
work and abide by President Grable'’s 
peace program, Chairman Parker said. 
The militant two-thids, he added, how-

Say the Miners Are Bluffing. 


Reports picked. up in the camp of the 
operators were to the effect that what 
they feared was not that the President 


would take over the mines or endeavor 
to operate some of the mines, but that 
after all Mr. Lewis and the Policy Com- 
mittee of the United Mine Workers. of 
America in_ rejecting the proposal of 
President Harding were staging a 
“colossal bluff,’’ paving the way to 
acceptance of the conditions if a few 
additional concessions were obtained. 

That Mr, Lewis had shut the door to 
further negotiations with the President 
and other Administration leaders was 
not the pete of some of the opera- 
tors. Mr. wis, one of them said 
merely had stated that the miners could 
not accept the proposal in its driginal 
form, and that the door still was wide 
open, 

A study of the reply of the Policy 
Committee of the Mine Workers, one 
of the operators said, showed that what 
the committee really had done was to 
present to the President the maxi- 
mum demands of the workers, some of 
which they never had hoped to obtain. 

He pointed to the fact that the commit- 
tee had asked that the commission be 
restricted to a fact-finding body, but ex- 
pressed doubt if the miners would go to 
that extreme in the event they felt as- 
sured that by accepting the proposal of 
the President conditions attendant 
upon arbitration would make it certain 
that- wage scales would not be reduced 
at least until the fact-finding function 
of the commission was completed, which 
oeerelaly would not be before March, 

There were those among the operators 
who took the position that no matter 
how much President Harding might ap- 
pear to desire an early wage scale re- 
vision, the theory of his plan could not 
be written into accomplishment.

What the operators actually saw was 
this: That the miners would return to 
work on the wage scale and working 


conditions which were in effect on 
March 31, when thé strike was started 
and not, as the operators desire, on a 
lower wage scale.

Opposes Draft or Volunteering. 


Activities of the Federal Government 
in the strike were discussed by David 
Williams, Secretary of the Ceéntrai 
Strike Committee, in a statement. He 
said: im 

‘‘ No one, not even the President, can 
force the railroad repair men to work 
against their will. Fortunately, the Con- 
stitution is still in force. Involuntary 


servitude cannot be imposed even on the 
railroad workers: Volunteer strike- 
breakers should be even less used aroun] 
the railroad shop than the highly subsi- 
dized strike-breakers who have already 
80 completely failed to break the strike. 

‘There ig enough class feeling in this 
country already without  stirrin it 
deeper by the mobilization of college 
oe and wWéalthy idlers to take the 
obs of union men on strike.’’ 

The Central Strike Committee, after 
a méeting at the Continental Hotel, is- 
sued a statement purporting to give 
@ survey of the effects of the strike 
in the metropolitan district, which, it 
ig said, ‘‘ have so far been somewhat 
uneven, a8 some roads have been harder 
hit than others.”’ 

‘YThe Ponnsylvania, for instance,’’ it 
was stated, ‘‘is not as demoralized as 
the Erie or West Shore. As the Erie 
ig this week, the Pennsylvania will be 
two weeks from now, if the strike con- 
tinues. The New York roads in the 
order of the present state of their’ col- 
lapse are as follows: Erie, Baltimore & 
Ohio, West Shore, Jersey Central, Le- 
high Valley; New York, New Haven & 
Hartford; New York Central; Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western, and Pennsyl- 
vania."’ 

The Srike Committee reported that it 
was still having difficulty in getting 
train information from the bulletin 
board at the Grand Central Terminal, 
but made public a list of incoming 
trains from the West showing that they 
had arrived from thirty minutes to two 
hours late. Trains on the New Haven 
road were reported an hour late. 

Except for a general denial of the 
strikers’ assertions the railroad man- 
agers issued no ataterments, declaring 
that they would maintain a service at 
any cost.

CANADIAN ROADS CUT

It was stated, 
trat all the fields affected by the strike 
were represented at tonight's confer- 
ence and would have representatives 
present. when the conference convened 
again tomorrow. 


To Demand a Reply Today. 


It was admitted in Administration cir- 
cles tonight that there would, not be 
long delay on the part of the President 
in regard to the strike deadlock, and 
that a reply from the operators would 
be demanded by tomorrow. The last 
opportunity would then be given for a 
change of face either by the miners or 
operators before the Administration 
makes known its plans for more drastic 
action. There still was some hope to- 
night for a basis of settlement which 
would avert Government control of the 
mines or other positive stews necessary. 


The interpretive declaration made yes- 
terday by President Harding which has 
caused such a furoré-among the oper- 
ators included one provision against 
which they have fought. It is that the 
mine workers return to work under the 
same terms and conditions as those 
which sovernes each case on last March 
31, This includes the check-off. 

Operators say that this interpretation 
was entirely unexpected and that while 
the President had stated in his original 
proposal that the men should return to 
work temporarily at the old wage scale 
the resumption of the check-off and all 
of the old working conditions had not 
beén expected. : 

Neither had the operators expected the 
Presidént to call upon all districts af- 
fected by the strike, but which are not 
in the céntral competitive field, and 
which were not reported at the earlier 
conferences, to abide by this and other 
rulings.

Postmaster General Sees No Need of 
Using Motor Mail Trans- 
port at Present.

men now on strike which, he believed, 
would bring a settlement of tre present 
tie-up. " 

A réport on the recént disorders at 
Denison, Texas, was received at the War 
Department and was taken at once to 
the White House. It was understood to 
havé been from the army inspector or- 
dered to the scene by Secretary Weeks, 
following a request for troops from 
the Federal Receiver of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railroad.

LOS ANGELES, July 16.—Mrs. Clara 
Phillips, charged with the brutal mur- 
der of Mrs. Alberta Meadows with a 
hammer here last Wednesday, reached 
Ios Angeles today in custody of Sheriff 
William I. Traeger. She was taken to 
the Sheriff's Office and examined by 
,allenists to determine her mental con- 
dition. 

Mrs. Peggy Caffee, eye-witness of the 
hammer slaying, after being taken out 
of town secretly to meet the train, also 
arrived with the prisoner. 

The meeting of Mrs. Phillips and her 
@ccuser aboard the train just before 
it reached Los Angeles was staged care- 
fully, but the sudden encounter failed 
to ruffle the equanimity of the woman 
charged with what the police described 
as the most brutal murder in the city’s 
history. : 

Mrs. Caffee, whose story of the slay- 
ing of Mrs. Meadows on an unfrequent- 
ed road in the northeastern section of 
Los Angeles resulted in Mrs. Phillips’s 
indictment, boarded the train at a sta- 
tion on the outskirts of the city in com- 

ahy with a detective and a Deputy 

heriff. She was taken to where Mrs. 

Phillips sat, in custody of thé Sheriff 
and Mrs. Traeger, a deputy, awaiting 
the end of her journey. 

“Is this the woman with whom 
went riding Wednesday?’’

“Owing to business conditions there

AS 3 UNIONS SETTLE

ALL DEMAND 44-HOUR WEEK 


Fancy Leather, Knit Goods. and Fur 
Workers Obtain Concessions— 
One Walkout Next Week. 


While three unions with a mémbership 
of more than 10,000 were making plans 
yesterday for general strikes to enforce 
their demands upon employers, three 
other organizations representing almost 
an equal number of workers announced 
settlements, 

The general strikes were being~ pro- 
posed by the shirt makers’ union, the 
suitcase, bag and portfolio makers and 
the independent inside iron and bronze 

| workers. They all want to retain pres- 
ent wage scales and the forty-four-hour 
week. 

Because of the failure of all shops to 
agree to the union contract the Shirt 
Makers’ Joint Board announced that a 
general strike of its 8,000 members prob- 
ably would be called next week, The 
strike is designed also to ‘‘ wipe out the 
unscrupulous contractors "’ in the indus- 
try, union officials said, 

The union also seeks to compel all 
manufacturers to meet the conditions 
and prices set down in the award made 
last January by Dr. William M. Leiser- 
son, Impartial Chairman in the industry. 
The shirt makers are affiliated with the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America, which has been conducting /a 
campaign of organization for the last 
three months in the industry. 

The Suit Case, Bag and Portfolio 
Makers’ Union has decided to strike to 
get back the working conditions lost 


since the general strike of 1920. The 
walkout will be directed mainly at shops 
which work more than forty-four hours 
a week. There willl be about 1,000 
workers involved, union leaders as- 
serted. 

The Independent Inside [Iron and 
Bronze Workers’ Union has officially 
notified the employers that the forty- 
four-hour week must be reinstated in 
the industry. 

The most notable of the settlements 
was made between the Fancy Leather 
Goods Workers’ Union and the Fancy 
Leather Goods Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, The agreement provides for thé 
continuation of the forty-four-hour week 
and the present scale of wages of the 
more than 5,000 workers. ‘Under the 
contract, which runs for two years, the 
association holds itself responsible for 
the action of any of its members. 

Officials of the Amalgamated Knit 
Goods Workers’ Union announced that 
they have succeeded in maintaining 
present working conditions and stand- 
ards for another year by making indi- 
vidual agreements with the, manufac- 
turers. 

The Joint Board of Fur Workers’ 
Unions announced that a general jin- 
crease for fur workers in independent 
shops amounting to about 20 per cent. 
had been obtained during the busy sea- 
son the last four weeks.

mandates, he sent in August notes to 
all the powers concerned, stating spe- 
cifically the provisions that were deemed 
necessary to protect the United States 
in the case of both A and B mandates. 

It should be remembered, he added, 
| that the guarantees of these mandates 
ran only to the members of the League 
of Nations and their nationals. The 
United States simply sought fat and 
equal opportunity and the same rights 
for the United States and its nationals 
that members of the League would have 
in the territories acquired by the Allies 
as a result of the victory to which 
the United States contributed. The 
other powers concerned recognized this 
as a reasonable position, he said. It 
was also necessary, Mr. Hughes stated, 
to have assurance of protection for our 
| missionaries and educational institu- 
| tions. 

Mr. Hughes said he had no desire to 
criticise the action of any of the powers, 
but in view of Mr. Fosdick's criticism of 
the State Department, it was fair to 
say that there had been no reply to the 
‘notes of August, 1921, on the A and B 
mandates until the latter part of De- 
cember. Even then, the reply with re- 
spect to the Mesopotamian mandate was 
specifically postponed, and, as to that 
mandate, the Secretary said that he was 
still awaiting a reply from the British 
Government. 

Mr. Hughes told THe TIMES corre- 
spondent that following the noges, re~- 
ceived in December, he had. interviews 
during the Washington conference, in 
January, with Lord Balfour (then Ar- 
thur J. Balfour) regarding the Palestine 
|mandate. After the conference this mat- 
ter was the subject of a formal com- 
munication in April. Within the last 
two or three weeks, Mr. Hughes said, 
he had received further communications 
/on this subject and had promptly replied. 
So far-as the Syrian mandate was con- 
icerned, the Secretary said that he. re- 
ceived no answer from the French Gov- 
ernment to the proposals in his note 
of August until three or four weeks ago.

NEW FERRYBOAT A FLIER. 


The President Roosevelt Has Brush 
With Fast Sandy Hook Boat.

Break Into Sixth Street Home 
and Find Lad With His 
Ankles Padlocked. 


FATHER IS UNDER ARREST 


Victim’s Leg Shows Gashes in Flesh 


—Sent to S. P. C. C. With 
Two Sisters. 


Smashing down a door when their 
command to open it was ignored, three 
patrolmen last night rescued ,. Andrew 
Karo, vy years old, after he had been 
chained in his home, 523 Sixth Street, 
for four days. ‘The boy was taken to 
the Fifth Street Station, where a brass 
sash weight chain, padlocked to his 
ankles, was filed away, revealing two 
deep gashes where the chain had cut 
into the flesh. 

With his two sisters, Helen, 13, and 
Julia, 8, the boy was afterward trans- 
ferred to the shelter of the S. P. C. C. 
in Irving Place, charged with improper 
guardianship. The father of the chil- 
dren, John Karo, a blacksmith’s helper, 
was locked up in the Fifth Street sta- 
tion on a charge of endangering the life 
and health of a minor. 

The attention of the police was called | 
to the case when a man hurried excitedly 


into the Fifth Street Station last night) 


and told Lieutenant Patrick Dinan that} 
a small boy was Chained to the fire es- | 
cape at the Sixth Street dwelling. Ser- 
geant William Burns_and Patrolmen 
Harry Raphael and William Witten- 
berg were sent to the house. Raphael 
went to the rear, while the other two} 
went up the stairs to the Karo apart- 
ment on the third floor. 

As Raphael entered the rear yard, he 
Baw a boy crawl through a window 
from the fire escape, a chain dangling | 
behind him. In the meantime Burns} 
and Wittenberg knocked at the door of} 
Karo’s home and demanded admittance. | 
Karo refused to open the door and the} 
shoulders of the two officers soon ripped | 
it from its hinges. | 

Inside the apartment they found the 
boy, cringing in a corner, a chain cir-| 
cling his ankles and fastened with a 
padlock. The two girls were. found in 
another room. The boy was unkempt, 
and his sister Helen said he had been} 
chained since Wednesday and had slept 
in his clothing at night. 

The father asserted that the boy had run |} 
away several days ago, had often gone 
to the roof and thrown tar balls at 
pedestrians, and had been otherwise un- | 
ruly, and for that reason he had tled | 
the chain to his legs to keep him in the | 
house. He denied that the boy had been | 
chained to a stationary object. The boy | 
impressed the policemen as an unusually | 
bright lad, and told them he attended 
school at Ninth Street and Avenue B, 
where he was a pupil in Class 3A. 

The police learned that the mother of 
the children, Mrs. Esther Karo, is em- 
ployed as a cook at Asbury Park. 

The father later was arraigned 
Night Court before Magistrate Joseph 
Corrigan, who remanded him back to the | 
police station to be arraigned today.

CUT STEEL TO FREE BODY 


Girl of 5 Pulls Ascending Lever on 
Another Elevator and Boy’s 
Head Is Mangled. 


HASTINGS-ON-HUDSON, N. Y., July 
16.—Twelve-year-old Anthony Ackowitz, 
caught in an elevator shaft at the New 
York Central station here, died tonight 
as firemen and experts with acetylene 
torches worked feverishly to release him 
by cutting away the elevator. 

With several boy friends Anthony had 
slipped into the station and gone joy 
riding cn the elevator which conveys 
trunks from the track level to the sta- 
tion directly overhead. According to 
the story told the police by a witness, 
who subsequently disappeared, An- 
thony’s friends entered the elevator, and, 
after tugging at the lever which controls 
its motion, succeeded in starting it up- 
ward. Screaming with joy at their suc- 
cess, they cried to Anthony to climb 
aboard and enjoy the ride. 

Anthony, at first hesitating, ran to- 
ward the elevator and succeeded in 
catching the edge just before it passed 
out of his reach. He struggled to raise 
himself into the car. 
evidently did not realize his danger or 
in their excitement forgot which way to 
work the lever, the witness said, for be- 
fore he could climb into the elevator it 
had reached the floor above. The boy 
Was caught between the elevator and 
the flooring.

‘We will explain theh Dillfon and 
a quarter dollars represents the total 
of what Germany to date, July 15, 1922, 
has paid to the Reparation Commis- 
sion both in specie and deliveries in 
kind. The last balance of the Repar- 
ation Commission gives the payment 
of 4,944,000,000 gold marks, which repre- 
sents, at four marks to the dollar, 
$1,250,000, 000. 


What France Has Paid. 


‘* Seven and a half billion dollars rep- 
resents the total of what France has 
poured out up to July 15, 1922, for cost 
of reconstruction of the devastated re- 
gions and the cost of pensions—a cost 
which by virtue of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles falls exclusively on Germany. 
These figures come from a declaration 
by Premier Poincaré which places these 
costs at 92,000,000,000 francs—which sum 
divided by the average exchange of the 
last three years, or twelve francs to the 
dollar, gives the sum of $7,500,000,000. 

‘“‘Thus in three years Germany, who 
did not have an inch of soil ravaged by 
the war, who had not a house destroyed 
by the war, who had not a factory 


deteriorated by the war, has given up 
$1,250,000,000, and during the same three 
years France, who has had seven of 
her richest departments devastated, who 
has seen her richest coal mines wrecked, 
who has seen her richest industrial 
districts laid in ashes, has nevertheless 
found the means of advancing $7,500,- 
000,000 for the account of the authors 
of this devastation, wreckage and de- 
struction. 

‘“‘For love of the truth, let us not 
stray from these two figures. When 
we are told ‘ Germany is weighed down 
beneath the weight of her reparations 
debt,’"? let us respond, ‘ Pardon me, 
she has paid only $1,250,000,000 while 
we have paid $7,500,000,000.’ When 
we are told ‘German marks have 
fallen to zero because of the pay- 
ments Germany must make,’ let us 
answer ‘No, the German mark can- 
not fall to, zero merely because it 
has served to pay $1,250,000,000 when 
the franc has fallen only 40 centimes 
after having served to pay $7,500,000,000.’ 

‘*A billion and a quarter dollars—this 
Is all that 70,000,000 Germans who have 
not had a window pane broken have 
paid to repair the devastation of the 
war which they declared and which 
they lost. Seven and a half billion dol- 
lars—this is what 40,000,000 French who 
have had geven departments ruined have 
raked up | bleeding themselves and 
draining their poor wool socks (the pro- 
verbial bank of the peasant) to repair 
the horrors of war which they have 
endured and won.

Responsible With England for Ulster 
Atrocities, Says Clan-na-Gael.. 

About -1,000 persons attended @. mass 
meeting last night at the Lexington 
Avenue Theatre, Lexington Avenue and 
Fifty-first Street, held under the aus- 
pices of the Clan-na-Gael, to protest 
against ‘‘ atrocities in Ulster.’’

Michael O’Flanagan, Vice President of 
Sinn Fein, who brought a message of 
Irish solidarity in behalf of an Ireland

HE VERDICT of fifty million people 
who are not regularly patronizing mo- 


tion pictures would seem to prove that 
the screen is not “delivering the goods.” 


This verdict cost the motion picture indus- 
try $43,000,000.00 last year. Box-office re- 
ceipts were that much less than the year 
before.

Gov-~- 
ernment officials in Mexico City decline 
to confirm these reports. 

The President did not return to Mex- 
ico City last night as announced, and 
his stay in Morelos may be for an in- 
definite period. The severa) postpone- 
ments of the departure of Senor de la 
Huerta from New York have given rise 
to much speculation, which has found 
expression in some of the newspaper 
comment. The Cronos, which is not 
overs favorable to Obregon, asserts 
that de la Huerta has'tendered his resig- 
nation and that if he returns to Mexico 
he will go direct to Sonora where he 
will resume the Governorship, from 
which he was given leave of absence.

the 8,600 eminent Europeans born 
since the year 1600 and mentioned in 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica. Such 
a study may seem academic and 
remote, from an American point of 
view, but as a matter of fact it comes 
near to our doors, since the greater 
part of our American population has 
come within a few generations from 
the areas under observation. 

There are significant statistics re- 
lating to the distribution of specific 
abilities or mental tendencies among 
various countries, as in_ science, 
philosophy, art or literature. These 
allow the inference that the abilities 
or tendencies mentioned depend to 
some extent upon racial inheritance. 
But a map of the progressiveness or 
civilization of the countries of Hurope 
displays ‘‘an almost perfect grada- 
“tion from the higher to the lower 
“levels as one proceeds -away from 
‘the countries bordering the North 
‘* Sea.” There is no sudden break 
at the boundaries of the individual 
countries. The changes are from 
region to region and not from country 
to country. Another inference is that 
the map of health (based on the death 
rate before the war) is almost 
identical with the map of civilization. 

The resemblance of the three maps 
(that is, of civilization, of health and 
of climatic energy) is such as. to 
suggest a common cause. There is 
undoubtedly interaction between these 
factors. The most reasonable explana- 
tion is/ ‘however, that which Mr. 
HUNTINGTON makes: that climate in- 
fluences health. and health influences 
civilization. The order of relationship 
can scarcely be other, he says, than 
‘* weather, health, ability.” Inheritance 
may determine the direction in which 
the people of a given’ race will turn 
their distinguishing energy, but the de- 
gree and quality of the energy would 
seem to depend largely upon other 
than national forces.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Réports 
from the nine army corps areas show 
that young Americans are eager for 
military training, applications for ad- 
mission to the Summer civilian military 
traning camps having swamped officials. 
In some areas appHcations are no 
longer being counted, the number re- 


ceived by June. 30 showing that the 
quota would be far exceeded long be- 
fore the camps open on Aug. 1.

ef the Episcopal Church opens in Port- 
‘| land, Ore., on Sept. 6 next, the Rev. Dr. 
Charles Lewis Slattery, retiring rector 
of Grace Church, this city, and Coadju- 

_ tor-Bishop-elect of Massachusetts, will 
_ ask that a rubric he has framed be in- 
‘| Berted in the Book of Common Prayer 
_ of the Episcopal Church. What it pro- 


poses is so revolutionary that he has! 


made it public in advance in order that 
it may be considered by the, clergymen 
and lay deputies before the convention. 
“Dr. Slattery 1s a membér of the Joint 
Commission to Revise the Prayer Book. 

Thé proposed rubric has to do with 
the administration of the Holy Com- 
munion, which is considered the most 
sacred of all the ordinances of the 
Episcopal Church. It would make it 
unnecessary for those who have con- 
scientious scruples to partake of the 
wine. The rubric is as follows: 

“If for reasons which seem to him 
sufficient the communicant shall think 
he ought not to drink of the wine, let 

‘aim receive the cup only into his hands, 


being assured that having eaten of the | 


bread in faith, he hath verily and in- 
deed spiritually received the Body and 
Blood of Christ.” 

This will bring up for discussion, it is 
said, the whole question of the manner 
of partaking of the Lord’s Supper.

‘General Chen Defends it With 


Considerable Loss — Cruiser 
Deserts Deposed President. 





CANTON, China, July 16 (Associated 
Press).—Chen Chiung-ming’s troops have 
broken the drive of Sun Yat-sen’s forces 

| in the vicinity of Shiukwan, inflicting 
| considerable losses. Chen Chiung-ming, 
| who controls the railway between Can- 
ton and Shiukwan, has sent 141000 troops 
| northward from Canton in the last two

From Shiukwan, where some of Sun 
Yat-sen’s returning Northerners have 
been engaged with Chen Chiung-ming’s 
forces, come conflictings reports on the 
fighting.

'1 KILLED, 7 WOUNDED 
~ IN ROADHOUSE FIGHT 


Hold-up of Resort Near Baltimore 
Followed by Gun Battle—33 
Persons Held. 





BALTIMORE, July 16.—A man was 
killed and at least seven others wounded 
early today in a gang fight and robbery 
at Belle Grove Inn, a resort on the 
| Annapolis road, a few miles out of Bal- 
timore. 

The dead man has been identified as 
Michael Cadora of New York, as Mootz 
Dillon of New York and as George Jen- 
kins of Baltimore. At a late hour to- 
night the police had failed to secure @ 
positive identification.

CHARGES KLAN HEAD 
[IS TAKING TRIBUTE 


Wade Declares Clarke and Mrs. 
_ Tyler Have Become Rich on 
““il-Gotten Gains.” 


SAYS THEY CONTROL FUNDS 


' 


Former Kligrapp Asserts Clarke 


Takes Advantage of Imperial Wiz- 
ard’s ‘Drunken Condition.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 16,—Charges 
that Edward Young Clarke, Imperial 
Wizard pro tem, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Tyler, his former associate in thé propa- 
ganda department, are feathering their 
own nests to the extent of a great for- 
tune; that thé Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan have becor§e meére tribute payers, 
and that Clarke has either kept Colonel 
W. J. Simmons, Imperial Wizard, drunk 
er taken advantage of ‘' his drunken 
condition,”’ are set forth by Louis D. 
Wade, discharged Kligrapp, in answer 
to a suit for injunction filed by the Klan 
officers to prevent him from spreading 
propaganda among members of the 
order detrimental to the officers. 

Wade says in his petition: 

‘This defendant, as a loyal Klansman 
in common with thousands of others, 
feels outraged that persons so notorious 
as Clarke and Mrs. Tyler should be in 
absolute charge of the destinies of an 
order in whose ranks thére are .so many 
upright and noble men whose charecters 
are above reproach, . 

‘“‘ Defendant charges that Clarke and 
Mrs. Tyler are using the Klan for their 
personal aggrandizement and, being in 
control of its funds, have become sud- 
denly enormously wealthy from ill-got- 
ten gains collected from the ranks of 
Ku Klux men. Clarke has gainéd com- 
plete control over the Chief Exécutive 
officer (William Joseph Simmons), and 
has either kept him drunk or has taken 
advantage of his drunken condition and 
procured for himeelf the office of Im- 
perial Wizard pro tem, which allows 
him to exercisé supreme control over 
the entire organization.’’ 

According to the answer, Clarke now 
is Imperial Wizard pro tem., Imperial 
Kleagle and Imperial Klaliff. By vir- 
tue of these titles, the answer alleges, 
Clarke controls the selection of all offi- 
cers of the Klan. 

‘* Any member of the Supreme Council 
who opposes Clarke's will is immediately 
dismissed,’"’ the answer charges. 

Mr. Wade's answer made the furthér 
specific charges: 

‘That Clarke has converted a great 
benevolent organization into a vast body 
of tribute payers, whose money en- 
riches his coffers, so that he has re- 
duced the other members of the klan to 
practical serfdom. 

‘That Clarke collects from every of- 
ficer and agent of the klan handling 
mohey a bond premium, while, in fact, 
no bonds are in existence. 

“That the regalia which each klans- 
man is required to own is manufactured 
at a cost of $1.90 and sold by the manu- 
facturer at $4, and that Clarke and Mrs: 
Tyler own a large, if not controlling, in- 
terest In the firm manufacturihg such 
regalia.’’ . 

Mr. Wade charged iurthér that ‘“ the 
klan purchased 250 acres of land in 
Fulton County for $150,000 and sold the 
most valuable part of it to an organi- 
zation in which Clarke is the dominant 
stockholder for $35,000, thereby placing 
upon the klan the burden of paying 
$115,000'for the less valuable portion.,’’ 

Concluding, Mr. Wade declares that 
Mrs. Tyler still remains at the head 
of the propagation department, and 
that she and Clarke brought the in- 
junction suit ‘‘ not for the good of the 
order, but to suppress the. truth and 
perpetuate themselves in power.”’

Francis P. Garvan, President of the 
Chemical Foundation, Inc., yesterday 
made public a letter to Thomas W. 
Miller, Alien Property Custodian, in 
which he formally refused to comply 
with Mr.‘Miller's demand for the return 
to the Government of the German pat- 
ents.taken over by the Foundation by 
errangement with the Government dur- 
ing the Wilson Administration. Mr. 


Garvan also published a long letter 
to 
President Harding in explanation of his 
refusal, reviewing the history of ‘the 
ao and. presenting arguments why the 
mopndation should retain the patents. 
*% Chemical Foundation's reply to 
r. Miller was signed by Mr. Garvan as 
President. and William D. Guthrie, as 
counsel. It reads as follows: ;

Hon:- Thomas W. Miller, Alien oll 
erty Custodian, Washington D. Cc. 
Dear Sir :—This will acknowledge the 
receipt of your communication dated 
July 6, 1922, demanding that this 
company return and deliver to you all 
atents, trade-marks and copyrights 
eretofore assigned to this company 
by the Alien Property Custodian, that 
the company account to you for .all 
income received by it from ‘such pat- 
ents, trade-marks and copyrights, and 
that the company forthwith cease to 
exercise any dominion. over such 
trade-marks, copyrights and patents. 
In reply thereto you are advised that 
this company is the owner, in its own 
right, of all the aforesaid patents, 
trade-marks and copyrights and of 
the income derived therefrom. The 
company denies that the United States 
Government, of you, as Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, or any one other than 
this company has any right, title or 
interest in said atents, trade-marks 
he company, there- 
ore, declines to comply. with your 
emand in any particular .whatsoever.

Garvan to Harding. 


Mr. Garvan’s letter to: President Hard- 
ing, under date of July 14, says that 


“‘the American public, in whose interests 
this corporation was organized, is. en- 
titled to be fully informed as to: the 
circumstances under which this demand 
was made and the reason why it is: un- 
qualifiedly refused.”’ 

“The Alfen Property Custodian,’’ con- 
tinues the letter, ‘‘ stated no authority 
or reason for his demand for the entire 
property and assets of this corporation, 
for an accounting of all its past business 
and for the entire cessation of its ac- 
tivities, except that he was acting by 
your express direction. I am therefore 
compelled to imply that he was acting 
under the letter given out by you and 
the statement of the Attorney General 
accompanying it. 

‘These two papers demonstrate that 
you, Mr. President, have been grossly 
misled by the Attorney General, “both 
as to the: law and the facts of this case, 
as the following will show: 

** 1. The .Attorney General. has made 
no investigation of the Chemical Founda- 
tion or the facts surrounding its forma- 
tion. Listening to German agents, Ger- 
man commissions, or former German 
lawyers epaluivgly is not an investiga- 
tion. 2 

** 2. The United States Government has 
no interest in the suits brought by the 
Chemical Foundation in reference to the 
Federal Trade Commission's licenses. 
That dispute is between the Foundation 
and the former German owners. If 
they both failed to prove their claim, 
the money in the United States Treasury 
must be paid back to the Americans 
who used the patents and paid. the 
money. The United States Treasury is ; 
only the stakeholder. 

‘“3.At the time that Woodrow Wil- 
gon, President of the United States, del- 
egated his power of sale to Frank L. 
Polk,. Acting Secretary of State, who 
authorized the Alien Property Custodian 
to sell the patents to the Chemical | 
Foundation, neither the President, the 
Secretary of State, nor the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian was. under the law in | 
the remotest sense a trustee for the 
German enemies, nor were they such at 
the time the patents were taken over by 
the Custodian. 


Congress Authorized Sale. 


‘‘4Specific power to sell patents was 
granted by Congress, after full commit- 
tee hearings, on Nov. 4, 1918, and on 
March 28, 1918, Congress settled what- 


ever ambiguity there might have been 
{n.the law before that time. * * *. 

“5 The President was thus vested 
with power to supervise all sales made 
by the Allen Property Custodian, and 
by the same amendatory act was given 
power to waive the requirement for 
public sale where the public interest de- 
manded it. By virtue of the power of 
delegation given him under Section 5-A 
of the Trading with the Enemy act, the 
President, by executive order, dated 
Dec. 3, 1918, delegated these powers to 
Frank L. Polk, who was the then Acting 


Gecretary of State. 

Frank L.. Polk. thereafter {ssued 
certain orders by virtue of.this power 
and’ authority, authorizing the Custodian 
to make the sale of patents, copyrights 
and trademarks to the Chemical Foun- 
dation, Inc.”’ ‘ 

After citing these orders Mr. Garvan’s 
letter continued: 

“The Alien Property Custodian, pur- 
guant to the,order and to a supple- 
mental »ne dated April 5, 1919, and un- 
der the’ authority vested in him by the 
act, thereafter consummated .the sale of 
divers ‘letters patent,’ copyrights and 
trademarks, together with all rights and 
benefits appurtenant to the ownership 
thereof, ‘to the Foundation. 

** 6.. Following the return of the Presi- 
dent from abroad, an Executive order 
was issued by him on Feb. 13, 1920. In 
this order the President in the public 
interest determined and ordered: That 
the: Custodian was authorized (a) to 
make such sale to the Foundation in the 
manner therein provided, and (b) in 
case of .sales theretofore' made of prop- 
erty which he was thereby authorized 
to- sell, but. as to which his prior au- 
thority under. Mr. Polk's. orders was | 
deemed doubtful, to confirm and patty | 
the. same by suitable instrument of con- 


firmation.

“This confirmatory order was purely 
cautionary, and later proved superflu- 
ous in the light of the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, in Central 
Union Trust Company versus Garvan 
(254 U. S. 554), and Stoehr versus Gar- 
van (255 U. S. 239), which squarely up- 
held the President’s powers of delega- 
— under the Trading With the Enemy 
act. . » 

‘‘ This’ sale was made in the full light 
of all branches of the Government and 
in the full light of publicity. The idea 
of its formation was the result of the 
intimate knowledge of the past use of 
these patents in a manner hostile to the 
United States’ interests, and in full con- 
sultation with all the executives of the 
Government, the experts of our army 
and navy, and leaders of our chemical 
business organizations and the heads of 
“ our scientific and research organiza- 

ons.”’ ; 


A. Mitchell Palmer’s Position. 


Mr. Garvan then quotes at length from 
a report of A. Mitchell Palmer dated 
Feb. 22, 1919, in which Mr. Palmer an- 
nounced the sale of 4,500 patents for 
$250,000 and announced that the new 
company would be able ‘‘ to commence 
immediately and prosecute with the ut- 
most vigor infringement proceedings 
whenever the first German attempt shall 
hereafter be made to import into this 


country.’’ In the Palmer report he re- 
ferred to Mr. Garvan, the first Presi- 
dent of the Chemical Foundation, say- 
ing of him ‘‘* * * to whose vision 
and indefatigable industry I am chiefly 
indebted in the working out of this 
Plan.”’ 

Mr. Garvan’s letter to the President 
continues: 

*‘ Note that at the time this-was writ- 
ten I was a dollar-a-year man, with no 
expectation. of becoming Alien Property 
Custodian, and at a time when I thought 
my own war services were over and I 
was.about:to return to New York to re- 
sume my law practice. At that time, 
as the Government was in-~ such full 
sympathy with the Chemical Founda- 
tion organizetion, it was not felt that 
my services as President thereof would 
necessarily be more than advisory. It 
was only on March 4, when Attorney 
General Gregory resigned and Mr. 
Palmer was made Attorney General, 
that I was asked to accept the position 
of Alien Property Custodian and remain 
in Washington.”’ 

Mr: Garvan then recalled his testl- 
mony before -the House Ways and 
Means Committee which investigated 
the Foundation. He testified that he 
would have preferred to have had the 
patents owned and controlled by. the 
Government, and that he was eager for 
suggestions from the committee 
modification or amendment. of the plan. 
Continuing, his letter to Mr. Harding 
says: 

“Thus it will be seen that this sale 
was madeby the Chief Executive of the 
United States, acting under proper au- 
thority from Congress, and consisted 
of property absolutely owned by the 
United States and disposed of by him 
after months of the ‘most haustive 
consultation with every possible person 
cognizant of the lessons of the war and 
competent to advise, so that the final 
ape in that victory might be insured 
and accomplished. 

“It is the first time in the history 
of the. United States Government that 
the Chief Executive has been advised 
by his Attorney General to attempt to 
abrogate the solemn executive order of 
his predecessor. It is the first time in 
the history of the United States that 
the Chief Executive has been advised by 
his Attorney General to violate'a sacred 
contract entered into by the Government 
with its citizens. 

“‘ You, Mr. President, apparently upon 
the report of the Attorney General, base 
your entire decision upon the assertion 
‘that the sale was made at so nearly 
a nominal.sum that there is reason to 
believe that the Government has not 
faithfully observed the trust which was 
implied In the seizure of this property.’ 
What better test of the actual value to 
the Foundation of the property sold to 
it than the result of 
years’ operation? 


Financés of the Foundation. 


Two hundred and seventy-one thou 
sand eight hundred and fifty dol- 
lars “were pald by the Government 
and $157,000 working capital was 
provided by~150 American firms, on no 
dollar of which would any “one of them 
receive more than 6 per cent., but who 


never have received anything, and whose 
entire investment you now demand. be 
destroyed. The total or gross income 
has averaged $143,216.65 per@ear: The 
running expenses, exclusive. of all edu- 
cational, activities, ‘th: bare overneau 
expenses, have averaged $121,971.35 per 
year; or a@ . net. excess of $21,245.30, 
which ‘is .049 per cent. on $428,900, gold 
dollars, actually invested. This allows 
nothing for depreciation. 
life of the patents is eight years, so 
that 12% per cent. of the $271,850 cash 
paid for the ‘patents, or ‘$33,981 per 
year, should: be subtracted from 
above apparent nets receg is for each 
year, which leaves an actual annual 
operation deficit. of $12,735.70. 

‘* But’ the Chemical Foundation has in 
addition. spent .$264,017.85, the entire 
balance of .its capital, in educational 
work, which included the circulation of 
about 100,000 copies of that great work, 
Slosson’s ‘Creative Chemistry,’ at a 
cost of ahout $100,000 of its capital, to 
schools, colleges, librarics, editors, Boy 
Scout Masters and. others; and 750,000 
copies of that great report on the 
relation of chemistry to medicine by 
naming the writers of the report 

‘““It has contributed $10,000 to the 
National’ Research Couneil; it has sup- 
ported.the production and standardiza- 
tibn-of proper biological. stains, which 
are so necessary for the identification of 
pneumonia, tuberculosis, diphtheria, &c., 
and has eee aided tte movement 
to guarantee for the future the publica- 
tion ‘in the English tanguage of science’s 
advances and any other good works it 
has done, the details of which are on 
our books and before your auditors. 

“It has given it8 all. You can take 
away nothing: but the opportunity ‘of 
service. It was all we got from the 
Government. It is all we have. Traitors 
say I sold.to myself. Your auditors are 
on our books, -In American fairness, [ 
ask you to direct them to seek and seek, 
and then to certify to the American peo- 
ple whether I or any one connected with 
the sale have ever received anything but 
abuse. . 

‘* Much seems to be made of sums we 
may obtain from the Federal Trade 
Commission. Even if every contention 
of ours is sustained after years of liti- 
gation, the amount received will not re- 
storé our capital spent upon education.”’ 


Accuse Harding of ‘‘ Temerity.”’ 


‘“Mr. President, you have had the 
temerity ‘to impugn the honor of the 
gentlemen who. boast a part in the great 
work of building up or preserving 


the . possibility. of progress in organic 
chemistry for America. . You have again 
been misinformed as to the nature -of 
the trust we bore. That trust was not 
for the German Kagtel, the owner of 
practically -all the important patents, 
who had received them under the un- 
thinking graciousness of laws they had 
induced. That trust was for the Amer- 
ican - people, their. industrial inde- 
pendence and the safety and health of 
— children and their children's chil- 
ren,.”’.. . nad ein trhive 

Arguing the importance of the chem- 
ical industry to national defense, Mr, 
Garvan quoted the newly issued French 
edition of ‘‘ The Riddle of the Rhine,” 
by Victor Lefebure, with introductions 
by Marshal Foch and the late Field 
Marshal Sir. Henry Wilson. Marshal 
Foch, pointing out that the airplane 
would furnish a new means of attacking 
armies. and cities with gas bombs, and 
that chemical warfare would produce 
terrible effects over. broad territory, 
called. attention to the need of preparing 
for chemical’ warfare and: to the pessi-

SHORT CIRGUITSETS. 


NO TIME FOR A. PANIC 


Passengers Discharged at Elghty- 
Sixth Street and Blaze Put Out 
at 103d Street Station. 


’ 


Fifty passengers ‘were in the two cars 
of a Hunt’s Point local on the Lexing- 
ton Avenue subway: at noon yesterday 
when the motor of one of the cars went 
‘‘dead’’ and a short circuit developed. 
The odor of smoke and recollections of 
the accident of ten days ago when 150 
persons were partially asphyxfated in 
a similar mishap, caused excitement 
among the more timorous. 


Before anything approaching a_ panic }. 


could develop, a train behind the stalled 
one was coupled to it and the passengers 
were discharged at the Highty-sixth 
Street station, with many of them un- 
aware of what really had happened. 
Sensing the fact that smoke from burn- 
ing insulation might excite the persons 
on the platform, the motorman rushed 
his empty train to the station at 103d 
Street, where firemen quickly extin- 
guished the fire, after the power had 
been ‘shut off. The only person injured 
was Pauline Levine, 11 years old, of 60 
East 104th Street, -who fell from the 
Eighty-sixth Street platform in the sud- 
den crowding. She was treated for con- 
tusions by Dr. Bernstein of Flower Hos- 
pital and went to Ker home. 

The local was in charge of Conductor 
James Groy of 382 East 163d Street. and 


the motorman was John Seitter of Edge- 
water Camp, Edgewater, N. J. The train 


started out with three cars, and on the 
southbound trip one of them got out of 
order and was cut out at the Brooklyn 
Bridge. With only two cars remaining 
the train started back uptown via the 
|City Hall loop, and the motorman was 
linstrutced to skip several stations. 

As the train was passing Seventy- 
seventh Street at 11:36 o'clock the motor 
in one car went out of service and the 
train stopped. The train behind ap- 
proached slowly because of the auto- 
jmatic signals that warned of something 
jahead and was coupled to the stalled 
| car, 

Passengers who caught the odor of the 
burning insulation caused by the short 
circuit arose and began to make in- 
quiries. The conductor and a guard 
assured them that nobody was in dan- 
ger and they were still <pinne how 
things stood when the train came into 
the Eighty-sixth Street station. The 
train was ordered to 103d Street, and 
through fire headquarters fire-fighting 
apparatus was instructed to be at the 
station. When the train pulled into the 
103d Street stop Hook and Ladder 43 
was waiting. The power was turned 
off and the ffremen with a few spurts 
of the hose extinguished the fire. 

Engineers from the Transit Commission 
reper vee that Pyrene extinguishers, the 
subject of much condemnation by city | 
officials who investigated the other Lex- 
ington Avenue subway accident, were 
used with success in putting out fires 
started along the tracks by the short 
circuiting motor. No attempt was made 
with the extinguishers, they said, to put 
out the blue flames, which disappeared 
when the power was turned off. 


WILSON DEATH RUMORS 
STARTLE WASHINGTON 
Recurring Reports Have Spread 


in Last Few Weeks—But He Is

POINCARE AT SHAFT 
TO FIRST WAR VICTIM 


Calls Monument to Soldier Killed 
Before War Was Declared 


Proof Against Germans. 


PARIS, July 16 (Associated Press).— 
‘The monument to the first soldier killed 
in the World War was unveiled today 
by Premier Poincaré at Joncherey, near 
Belfort, Alsace. The soldier was Cor- 
poral ‘Jules Peugeot, He was 21 years 
cld and in charge of a squad stationed 
six’ miles from the German’ frontier. 

Peugeot was killed by a Lieutenant 
Mayer, commanding the advancing Ger- 
man, troops, on Aug. 2, 1914, thirty 


hours before war with Germany was 
declared. ; cs # 

Referring to. thts incident as ‘‘ tke pro- 
logue to the @reat drama,’ M. Poincaré 
declared that those who might be asked 
to hear the German claim that the Ger- 
mans did not commence the war could 
not. secure any listeners in this region, 
where Germany’s first aggressions ‘ha | 
taken place. The Premier went into 
detail with regard to the French Gov- 
ernment’s ordexs ‘to army headquarters, 
ir. which the Minister of War, in_ the 
name of the President of the Republic, 
insisted that for diplomatic reasons no 
troops should cross the German frontier 
or. commit any. act of war, but. that they 
should remsin ten kilometers’ inside 
French territory. a 

 Prance,’’ declared Ms Poincaré, " al- 
ways had been sincerely pacifist. The 
Gorman Government refused all proposi- 
tions to arbitrate and then declared war 
and invaded France before a declaration 
of war. This stone will recall the reality 
to doubters. Today the German Govern- 
ment is trying to escape the Ineffaceable 
judgment, but it never will be abie: to 
dy. so.’’ .

SEES IZZY AND MOE, 
BARTENDER FAINTS 


Another Collapses and Doctor Is 
Required When Dry Agents 
' Reveai Identity. 


DRIVE NETS $24,000 IN RUM 


Sixteen Saloonkeepers and Ten Bar- 
tenders Recelve Summonses for 
Violating Volstead Law. 


Izzy Einstein and Moe Smith, of Pro- 
hibition Director Ralph A. Day's force, 
went out yeSterday on one of their Sun- 
day ‘‘ drives.’’ By nightfall they had 


‘bagged sixteen saloonkeepers and ten 


barténders for alleged violations of the 
Volstead law, and had collected three 
truck-loads of seized liquors, worth $24,- 
000 at present prices. 

Scorning disguises, Einstein and Smith 
set out in a big Pierce-Arrow car, with 
the three trucks trailing. They jumped 
all over town, and leaving the trucks 
at an appointed rendezvous, entered one 
place after another and bought drinks 
without being recognized, exchanging 
pleasantries with the bartenders about 
““Izzy’’ and ‘ Moe."’ When __ithey 
flashed their shields, smiles changed to 
frowns. One bartender fainted and an- 
other collapsed and a physician had to 
be called, 

“It was easy picking,’’ Izzy Einstein 
said, in reporting the ratds. ‘‘Every 
saloonkeeper and every bartender 
thought he knew Moe and me. In some 
cases they had our pictures on the wall. 
I can walk into nearly any place in 
town and buy a drink. The average 
saloonkeeper is so anxious to sell his 
hooch that he loses all sense of pre- 
caution.”’ 

The day’s work began at the saloon 
of Nathan R. Goldgraben, 2096 Madison 
Avenue. Budd Dixon, a negro bartender, 
fainted, according to Einstein, when the 
agents disclosed their identity. It is al- 
leged that 800 pints of gin, labeled 
“North Carolina Corn Whisky,’’ were 
found behind the bar. When one of the 
trucks arrived to take away the seized 
liquor such a crowd collected that Ein- 
stein had to telephone to the East 123d 
Street Station for the police reserves. 


Bartender Collapses. 


A “soft drink parlor,’’ owned by 
Fred Uh! at 1865 Lexington Avenue, was 
next visited. The agents found in the 
cellar six gallons of what purported to 
be mineral spring water, but which the 
agents said was aicohol. 


600 bottles of real weer were seized, 
August Teppel; the bartender, who lives 
at 238 East 138th Street, collapsed 
when he received the summons, Binstein 
reported, and had to be attended by a 
physician. 

When Sinstein and Smith arrived at 
286 Willis Avenue, the Bronx, where 
there is a saloon alleged to be owned 
by William Hardinan, hundreds of per- 
sons were leaving nearby churches. They 
were astounded to see two stills come 
out of the cellar, followed by a quantity 
of alcohel and mash and 150 bottles of 
Scotch.and rye whiskies. The stills were 
of 200-gallon capacity each and the 
door frameway had to be torn down be- 
fore they could be removed. Again the 


crowd of onlookers became so great that | 


reserves were called out—this time from 
the Alexander Avenue station. 

A sign that said: ‘‘ Nothing sold over 
one-half of 1 per cent.’’ attracted the 
agents’ attention at 1,592 Third Avenue, 
where Adolph Kantor keeps a saloon.

VOLSTEAD LAW HIT 
HARDIN STRAW VOTE 


Ballots Thus Far Tabulated in 
Literary Digest Poll Show 
Two to One Against It. 


UPHOLD THE AMENDMENT 


But Want Enforcement Act Light- 
_ ened to Make Wine and Beer 
Obtainable.

Popular sentiment on prohibition, as 
indicated by the first 94,000 votes tabu- 
lated in a nation-wide poll by The Lit- 
erary Digest, is two to one against the 
enforcement of the present law, accord- 
ing to the first instalment of the re- 
turns, published in the current issue. 

On the question of a soldiers’ bonus, 
the votes in a similar poll, conducted 
simultaneously and under the same 
auspices, show a slight majority against 
the bonus, although the difference is so 
slight that a single day’s returns may 
swing. the balance either way. 

The voters who favor some sort of a 
prohibition law are in the majority three 
to one, but the greater part of them 
favor a modification of the Volstead law 
tc permit light wints and beers. ‘' The 
amendment itself,’’ The Digest con- 
cludes, “is attacked only by a minority 
of fewer than one in three of those 
whose votes have been counted thus far. 
It is the Volstead law that is chiefly 
under fire.’’ 

The Digest is sending out 10,000,000 
ballots. ‘‘ The first vote to be tabulated,’’ 
Says an article on the results of the 
first tabulations, ‘‘is gathered largely 
from the telephone subscribers of the 
country, lists of whom furnished the 
chief address list for walling the early 
ballots. Lists from such sources, it has 
been argued, furnish a very represen- 
tative vote, even though they may not 
include many elements of the float- 
ing population both those who 
ive in hotels and those who live “in 
boarding houses or apartments without 
private telepnones. A vote gathered 
from telephone subscribers tends to be 
solid and conservative rather than radi- 
cal. Later on, results of the polling of 
factorics wnere workingmen and work- 
ing women are given a chance to ex- 


press their preference, will be shown.” 

On the prohibition ballots three ques- 
tions were asked: 

“A. Do you favor the continuance 
and strict enforcement of the Eighteenth 
Amendment and Voistead law?

Those who favored A totaled .32,445;

any volume, most of them ‘may be 
considered definitely in the ‘dry’ col- 
umn."’ ‘California, according. to early 
returns, is in the ‘‘ moist ’’ column and 
Illinois rolls up a majority of about 
two to one against prohibition. The 
same is true of the Middle Atlantic 
States, although it is pointed out that

CHARGES BIG LIQUOR GRAFT. 


Ex-Official, Arrested In Chicago, 
Accuses Many Federal Authorities. 


CHICAGO, July 16.—Preparations were 
made today by Colonel A. C. Earnshaw, 
Chief of the Special Revenue InteHigence 
Unit, to present to the Federal Grand 
Jury the cases of. Harry W. Mager and 
Benjamin M. Mitchell, charged with ex- 
tortion in connection with liquor cases. 

Hager, former Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Chicago district, and 


Mitchell, for more than thirty years a 
member of the Illinois Legislature, were 
arrested yesterday and released on $5,000 
bonds. 

Mager asserted today that his defense 
will be ‘‘a startling offense that will 
make many prominent Federal authori- 
ties run for cover.’’ 

While the charges against the two 
have to do with only one case of al- 
leged extortion, Federal agents asserted 
that the arrests are the forerunners of 
liquor graft revelations involving more 
than half a million dollars and several 
prominent persons, including present 
and former prohibition agents, Federal 
officials and Chicago business men. 

“The first information we will pre- 
sent to the Federal Grand Jury conclu- 
sively shows graft on ‘fixing’ cases 
alone exceeding $30,000,’’ Colonel Earn- 
shaw said. ‘! Most of these cases never 
got as far as the District Attorney's 
office, and in some instances there was 
not even an errest.’’

Girl Who Left’ Her Child 
Coney Island Marsh Held in 
$5,000 Bail for: Trial.

NOW HAS BABY WITH HER 


Young. Mother, in Hospital After 
Collapse,’ Cheered by Many 
Offers of Help. 


The world treated Leah. Silver, who 
abandoned: her sixteen-month-old baby 
in a Coney Island marsh, ‘a little less 
bitterly yesterday when dozens of’ per- 
sons and many representatives of social 
service organizations offered her aid in 
the shape of adoption for her baby and’ 
work for herself. Magistrate James T. 
O'Neill, in the Coney Island Court, who 
held her in $5,000 bail, said that he 
would. do everything in his power to aid 
the girl. 

She collapsed in the Sheepshead Bay 
Police Station at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and was taken to the Coney 
Island Hospital maternity ward in an 
ambulance. Leah’s mother, Mrs. Re- 
becca Silver, and her twenty-four-year- 
old brother, who arrived from Lynn, 
went to the Coney Island Court, not 
having been informed that Leah had 
been taken to the hospital. 

Detective Lawrence and Julian V. Car- 
rabba of 25 Beaver Street, Leah’s at- 
torney, asked for an immediate hearing 
in order that her condition might not 
be aggravated through worry. The 
Magistrate ordered the clerk to pre- 
pare a short affidavit charging “Leah 
with abandonment, and with Lillian Mor- 
rison, the court stenographer, he went 
to the hospital and arranged for an im- 
mediate hearing in a private room. 

When,, later, Leah caught sight of her 
mother she flung her arms about her 
and cried for joy. ‘‘ Mother dear, I’m 
so glad you are here,” the ‘girl sobbed. 
‘‘T’'ve suffered so much, but everything 
will be all right now. I thought I 
had no friends, but now I know I have 
many.” 

Leah, *rother and. at- 
torney pleaded with the Magistrate after 


a plea ofnot guilty. 
Magistrate O'Neill said he might reduce 
the bail later. 


Wants to Take Daughter Home. 


‘“<Y would like to take my. daughter 
home with me,’ Mrs. Silver told the 
court. The Massachusetts newspapers 
would make it appear that we had de- 
serted Leah. This is not true. We have 


done everything in our power to help 
her. Of course we are poor people. 

The Magistrate said that the girl must 
stand trial for abandonment. I can- 
not do anything just at the present, 
he added, ‘‘ but when I learn more about 
her condition, I surely will reduce the 
bail, and you may rest assured that I 
will do everything a my power to help 
this unfortunate girl.” 

Harry Silver then told the Magistrate 
that the ‘‘tongues of women™ had 
driven his sister away; that she was a 
country girl who fell in love with 4a 
sailor she trusted. His sister had told 
conflicting stories about her home life, 
but the state of her health ors was 
repsonsible for this, he said. 

Magistrate O’Neill arranged with Dr. 
Adam Eberle, Superintendent of the 
Hospital, for Leah's transfer to the 
Kings County Hospital, where her baby 
has been undergoing treatment since it 
was found covered with mosquito bites 
on a Coney Island bulkhead a week ago. 
yesterday. The girl was happy when 
she heard of this arrangement. 

‘*And I can have my baby, too,’’ she 
exclaimed. Later in the afternoon she 
was transferred to the Service Social 
Center of the Kings County Hospital. 
where baby Ruth Silver was given into 
her care.

ARREST IS ORDERED 
IN BALTIMORE MURDER 


Police Seek Man Formerly 
Closely Associated With the 
Dead Woman. 


BALTIMORE, Md., July 16.—Follow-

Saturday morning Irving told his 
brother Herman that .he was in love 
with Sadie and wanted to. marry her. 
‘““Why she is only a girl,” the father 
replied. ‘‘ You are only kidding your- 
self.’ 

‘‘No,’’ Irving is said to have.replied. 
“I love her and I'll eventually get 
her.’’ According to the police, Irving 
exclaimed angrily as he left his brother, 
‘* All right, you'll see what is going 
to happen. You'll be sorry.’’ 

The police learned ‘that Irving. did not 
return to work, but walked about the 
streets and in the evening purchased a 
revolver. Shortly after 1 o'clock this 
morning he entered his brother’s home 
and.is’ believed o have gone directly to 
his niece’s room, 

Irving Barnett had been attentive to 
his niece since he was discharged from 
the army.

Woman Who Inspired Defense of 
Chateau Dun Receives Legion 


of Honor.

PARIS, July 16.--The Joyrnal Officiel 
today contains the simple statement,that 
to Mme. Laurentine Proust Ledoeil has 
been awarded the Legion of Honor for 
her conduct in» defense of Chateaudun 
in the war of 1871. Behind this plain 
announcement lies ‘one’ of the most 
heroic ‘and_ romantic stories of feminine 
courage ever enacted. 

The defense of Ch&teaudun was.-one 
of the most brilliant feats in the Fran- 
co-Prussian War. The City, though, un- 
fortitfied and drained of male inhabi- 
tants of military age, with the aid of 
the franc-tireurs, or guerrillas, managed 
to check the advance of one whole 
Prussian army for a day. The credit for 
the defense belongs in notable part to 
the woman who was decorated with the 
red ribbon today. 

When the franc-tireurs took their first 


stand before the tewn, Laurentine, who 
was only 18. years old, joined them. 
When ordered by. Commander’ Ledoeil to 


return to the town she replied ‘‘ My!

LONDON, July 16.—In business and 
financial circles generally the reduc- 
tion in the discount rate of the Bank 
of England has been welcomed, since 
London is now the cheapest monetary 
centre in the world and business men 
are favorably placed to take advan- 
tage of any revivul in trade.

LONDON, July 16.—There is not much 
source of satisfaction in British 
| foreign trade figures for June. An ad- 
verse balance ‘of £23,500,000 is the 
highest since last September, As com- 
pared with June figures of a year ago, 
the display in a general sense appears 
to be encouraging. Close examination, 
however, dispels this view, for last year 
export trade was bad owing to the coal 
atrike. 

The figures for June of this year, as 
compared with May, look very poor, but 
there is some. mitigation in the fact 
that the last month of the half year 
generally sees a slackening in trade 
greater than that which develops in most 
other months. An important move- 
ment was the increase of over £6,500,000 
in imports of raw materials, as. com- 
pared with a year ago, this affording 
evidence of preparations for more ac- 
tive trade. 

For the first six months last year the 
total adverse balance was £180,000,000, 
whereas the adverse balance this year 
was only £80,000,000. This doubtless is 
more than offset by invisible exports. 

The week’s gold imports amounted to 
£615,248, of which £563,877 came from 
South America, £26,104 from West Afri- 
ca, and £20,917 from the Belgian Congo. 
Exports of gold amounted to £1,402,950, 
of which £1,232,000 went to the United 
States and £160,794 to India.

RUSSIAN REPUDIATION 
DOUBTED IN GERMANY

VIEW ON INDEMNITY 
DISAPPOINTS BERLIN 


Reparation Commission Criti- 
cised for Not Remitting 
Last Payment. 


INDUSTRY IS INDIFFERENT 


Belief Prevails That Recovery of 
Mark Would Bring About 
Serious Crisis.

Special Cable to THe New Yoru TiMEs, 
BHRLIN, July 16.~—The reply of the 
Reparation Commission has _ reacted 
unfavorably on Germany and the week 
closed with a further rise in commodi- 
ties and stocks. One cause for disap- 
pointment is the commission’s refusal to 
remit the 32,000,000 gold marks due on 
Saturday, which, though a trifling sum 
for the Allies, means at the present rate 
of exchange the selling of an additional 
4,000,000,000 paper marks. The main 
disappointment has to do with the com- 
mission's refusal to admit that repara- 
tions payments are the chief cause of 
the depreciation of the mark. This re- 
fusal, if seriously meant, would kill all 
hope of alleviation. On the whole, in- 
dustrial circles remain indifferent, de- 
claring that if a long moratorium re- 
stores the mark to 250 to the dollar, a 
big industrial crisis will develop, with 
‘the same widespread unemployment that 
prevailed in the Summer of 1920. 
Probably if the mark shows signs of 
@ rapid recovery the Reichsbank will 
counter by buying foreign bills. In gen- 
eral experts do not believe that the de- 
cision of the Reparation Commission 
will be of a character favoring a sharp 
recovery in the mark, and it is expected 
that compulsory deliveries in kind will 
be increased. The minimum program 
to insure the stability of the mark would 
be a complete cash moratorium, with a 
foreign loan covering deliveries in kind. 


Position Not Desperate. 


However, only optimists expect that 
this will come to pass. The movement 
of marks between now and Aug. 15 is 
difficult to forecast. Past experience 
shows that each new announcement re- 
garding consideration of the German 
problem by the Allies creates strength 
in mark exchange, followed by relative 
stability until the final decision is an- 
nounced.

Germany's general position is not 80 
desperate as proclaimed in London, The 
present situation is merely a repetition 
of that which occurred in October and 
November of last year, when, with the 
mark selling at 300 to the dollar, Lon- 
don believed that a crash was imminent. 
For the purpose of meeting the increase 
in home expenditures the Government 


will continue floating debt operations, 
and ultimately the taxation yield will 
automatically increase on the basis of 
the new values. 

The German National Party, the

Prices on Boerse Firm. 


The Berlin Boerse, during the week, 
was governed by marked fluctuations 
and closed the week moderately firm on 
a basis comparable to the new rise in 
the exchanges. The feature of the week 
was further heavy buying of the Fed- 
eral 3 per cents, which advanced to 
249.50, more than four times the quo- 
tation at the close of 1920. The Eng- 
lish have been thé chief buyers.

British Issues for Second Quarter 
Show Decline of £ 123,640,000. 


New securities issued in England dur- 
ing the quarter ended June 30 fell far 
short of the total for the first quarter of 
the year, the amounts being £162,567,100 
and £286,207,100, respectively. The total 
for the first half of the year, however, 
was far in excess of she total for the 
full year 1921, which was £388,978,200. 
The total for the second quarter in this 
year was the largest of any similar 
period since 1918.

Plate Production Near Capacity. 


Tin plate production is at approxi- 
mately 75 per cent: of capacity, but 
this percentage is based rather upon the 
number of mills in operation than upon 
the actual tonnage output, for in this 
hot weather outputs are likely to fall 


below the normal. Last week brought 
out but little more than half a week's 
production, as the mills generally did 
not open until Wednesday morning. 
Prospects are that operators will con- 
tinue this month and next at about a 
75 per cent. rate. In September and 
October the rate, according to the out- 
look at this moment, will be less. 

While plate orders are small, there are 
some fairly good inquiries coming out 
in this district. Orders/of 50 to 250 
tons, which are less than carload lots, 
are quite numerous. Some inquiries are 
out for railroad cars and repairs, and 
a number of river barge propositions are 
being worked upon, but inquiries in oil 
tankage are Hght from boiler makers. 
Specifications against plate contracts 
coming to large makers here are ‘fairly 
heavy. Some of these have consistently 
refrained from committing themselves 
far: ahead and still are waiting to see 
what the next week or so will develop 
in the coal strike. Plates are quoted 
at 1.70c to 1.80c, base Pittsburgh, al- 
though 1.60c is still heard on business 
with contract customers. 

Difficulty in obtaining deliveries . of 
merchant steel bars inside of 60 days 
Most mills are booked 
to capacity for about two months. Pro- 
ducers of cold drawn steel bars and 
shaftings, as well as other large users 
of merchant steel bars, therefore, are 
handicapped, and are making efforts 
to increase the tonnage coming to them. 
Current quotations are 1.70c and 1.80c, 
base Pittsburgh, even by the Carnegie 
Steel Company, although certain ton- 
nages being shipped on contract are 
billed at ‘lower figures. The refined 
iron. situation continues largely un- 
changed. Only a slight improvement in 
demand is noted, and prices continue 
at 2.15c to 2.30c on refined iron and 
4c-on low phosphorus melting bars, base 
Pittsburgh. 

Buying of cold drawn steel bars by 
the automotive and allied consuming 


lines shows no signs of abatement. ‘The 
bulk of such business now is. under 
contract. Other consuming lines, how- 
ever, are taking their fair share and 
all buyers of cold drawn bars are com- 
plaining about deliveries. This is due 
to the deferred deliveries of hot rolled 
merchant steel bars from the mills. The 
price is stronge at 2.10c, base Fitts- 
burgh, minimum, although it is reported 
that the producer still names the 2c 
price at times. 

Tonnages of structural shapes awarded 
locally have been small in the past 
week.

Oats harvest is 
rapidly getting under way and will start 
in Northern IlHnois this week. There 
is nothing at the moment in the situa-

FRENCH SPINDLES GAIN. 


Replacement of War Losses Pro- 
gressing Rapidly. | 


From information gathered by statisti- 
cians in France, it appears that the 
numer of spindles in France and Al+ 
sace before the war was in the neigh- 
borhood of 9,600,000. On Oct. 1, 1920, 
1,800,000 spindles destroyed during the 
war had not been replaced, thus leaving 
the number existing in France at 
7,800,000, of which 8.7 per cent were idle. 


The number of cotton spindles and 
looms destroyed in the important Rou- 
baix-Tourcoing district approximated 
1,250,000 and 3,500, respectively. About 
1,000,000 spindles and 2,500 looms have 
been replaced and.in January of this 
year some & per cent of the spindles 
and 55 to 65 per cent of the looms in 
this area. were active. 

During the. halt-ydiir ended Jan. 31, 
1922, the consumption of cotton by the 
French mills amounted to 316,200 bales, 
which represented an increase ovér the 
previous half-year’s consumption of 
251,900 bales. In the pre-war year ended 
Aug. 31, 1913, _ France consumed 
986,700 bales. Most of the cotton used 
in France is American, with small im- 
ports from Egypt and India. 
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OUTLOOK FOR TRADE 
IMPROVES IN ENGLAND 


Greater Optimism Prevails and 
Price Basis Is Considered 
Satisfactory. 


Greater optimism prevails in British 
financial and trade circles now than for 
some months, and while there has been 
some improvement in industry and com- 
merce in England during the first six 
months of this year, The Investors 
Monthly Manual says, ‘“‘ definite evi- 
dences have to be rather carefully 
searched for ’’ and that the better senti- 
ment prevailing ‘‘ must be attributed 
rather to signs of coming improvement 
than to the actual results experienced.” 

Commenting on conditions in general, 
the paper says ‘‘ prices appear for the 
time to have touched bottom, and the 
volume of trade is a little better, while 
unemployment has shown more than a 
seasonal improvement, and would have 


been markedly better but for the check 
suffered as a result of the engineering 
lock-out. Industrial improvement is to 
be traced on the one hand to better eco- 
nomic conditions in foreign markets, and 
and on the other hand to the fact that 
in a._number of trades the reduction in 
wages and the cost of raw materials has 
enabled British products to be marketed 
at prices which now compete favorably 
with those of Germany and America. 

‘As regards markets, the trade of 
Indian and China shows signs of re- 
covery, in spite of internal political dif- 
ficulties, while the exchange difficulties 
of Australia, which were so long a 
stumbling block to our exports, are now 
removed, and shippers are able to sell 
in that oer in spite of the tariff and 
of the political stimulus given to Austra- 
lian industries whose costs seem to work 
out at a prohibitive figure. 

‘‘In the Argentine and in Brazil the 
lack of buying power on the Continent 
of Europe is still having a very depress- 
ing effect, but in the case of Chile the 
absorption of the large stocks of nitrate, 
brought into being as a result of the 
war, has brought renewed demand for 
primary product.’’

Average British Figure at About

Although British commodity prices 
have advanced during the last few 
months, the ‘average price” at the 
close of May, according to The Econo- 
mist, was just about where it was at 
the end of 1921. Compared with the 


pre-war level, ‘the end of May figure, . 


44,372, represents an increase of 70 per 
cent. This compares with an increase 
of 88 per cent. at the end of June last 
year, 225 per cent. at the end March, 
1920, the highest point reached, and 
136 per cent. at the.time of the armi 
stice. + 

There has been some irregularity in 
the movement of different commodities 
since the beginning of the year. Food- 
stuffs in general have advanced since 
Jan. 1, especially in the case of meat 
and cereals. On the other hand, min- 


erals and miscellaneous commodities, ag 
well as textiles, declined. In regard to 
retaii prices, it is said that these have 
declined steadily since the end of 1921, 
the monthly cost-of-living figure com- 
piled by the Ministry of Labor having 
fallen from 99 per cent. above July, 
1914, for December last, to 80 per cent.

IF IN DOUBT, ASK, HE SAYS 


Actual Transfer of Securities’ Only 
Escapes Assessment—Gives. 
Examples. 


The interpretation of ‘sections of the 
income tax Jaw and Treasury _regula- 
tions to mean that all sales of .secu- 
rities and the immediate purchase of 
like securities are exchanges resulting 
in no gain or loss, is erroneous, 
according to a ruling of tHe Bureau of 
Internal Revenue made public yester- 
day by Frank K. Bowers, Collector for 


the wanbatcen district. 

Many income tax authorities had held 
that the holders of securities whose 
sale would result in a profit might, 
under Section 202, have their brokers 
exchange them for other securities with- 
out subjecting the holders of the stock 
to any tax on the transaction. The 
bureau holds that a physical exchange: 
of. the’ securities between the _two 
owners ‘is ‘necessary’ to meet, the - re- 
quirements of the law. 

Mr. Bowers’ statement follows: 

** Numerous inquiries have been re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue concerning Section 202 (c) (1) of 
the Revenue act of 1921, which provides 
that for the purposes of the income tax 
no gain or loss shall be recognized when 
property held for investment, or for 
productive use in trade or business (not 
including stock-in-trade or other prop- 
erty held primarily for sale) is ex- 
changed for property of a like kind or 
use.

SAYS THOUSANDS DIE_ , 
IN UKRAINE FAMINE 


De Luabersac, of Relief C ‘smilies, 


Reports Cannibalism in Once 
Rich Region. 


GENEVA, July 16.—The famine in 
Ukrainia is daily growing worse, ac- 


cording to Jean de Lubersac the 
French economist, representing the In- 
ternational Relief Committee, who has|: 
just returned from Russia: 

Thousands of persons daily are dying 
about the railway stations in such cen- 
tres as Kiev, Kharkov and Odessa; he! 
says. Refugees wander from villages to} 
these centres,.and arriving there, find- 
ing themselves without food, die around 
the statins. Their bodies are taken off 
and dumped into fields, which are made 
into cemeteries. 

M. de Lubersac reports that many 
orphans, lost or abandoned children are 
among the starving. The food situa- 
tion is worse in Kharkov, the capital of 
the Ukraine, where the hospitals have 
been closed owing to the lack of food 
and medicine. He says he witnessed 
many cases of horror, some of cannibal- 
ism, in the region between Poltava and 
Kharkov. This region, onee so rich, 
now uncultivated, and the peasants have 
been reduced’ even to eating the 
thatched roofs of their houses. 

In certain villages the mortality rep- 
resents 85 per cent. of the pre-war 
population.

FOR BETTER CREDIT DATA. 


Banks and .Exporters to Help Pro- 
vide Foreign Information. 


Arrangements have been completed for 


closer co-operation between commercial 
houses and banks throughout the coun- 
try in procuring and exchanging credit 
information on foreign business con- 
cerns, according to an announcement 
made yesterday by the National Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men, 41 Park Row. 
The information will be cleared through 
the Foreign Credit Interchange Bureau 
of the association, which has been used 
by American exporters for the last 
three years. Arrangements have now 
been made for affillating banks with 
the work of the bureau. 

‘*Many thousands of dollars will be 
saved annually by banks’as well as ex- 
porters through this clearing house of 
} information,”’ said G. McK. Roberts of 
the International General Electric Com- 
pany and Chairman of the committee 
supervising the bureau. ‘‘ The data are 
in the country, but the big job is to 
find them. By linking together the for- 
eign credit files of banks and exporters 
through safe and systematic channwls, 

| the dual purpose is accomplished of ma- 

terially reducing the cost of credit in- 
vestigation as well as safeguarding both 
| the bank and the exporter in the ex- 
tension of foreign credit. 

“This bureau, which incidentally is 
non-profit-making, mutual and _ super- 
vised by a committee of its own mem- 
bers, has on file cards on 120,000 for- 
eign firms. It is expected that the af- 
filiation of the banks will increase this 
nhumber materially.’’

Building material supply and demand 
began to feel the ragl pinch of the rail 
and fuel strikes toward tho week-end, 
according to the current Dow. Service 
Daily Building Reports. 

Brick manufacturers in (the Huson 
River district were hardest hit. Many 
manufacturing establishments supplying 
this market came to the point of burn- 
ing brick that had been set in kilns and 
were unable to do so} Fuel of any kind 
sould scarcely be optained, even though 
$13 a cord was offered for wood that 
ordinarily is readily purchasable at $5 
# cord, although it tnoved up to $9 last 
Spring. In desperation, some brick 
makers bought domestic size nut coal 
to keep their kilns burning. Some even 
used coke. 

In spite of this approach to possible 
cessation of brick supply prices in the 
wholesale market dropped back te $20 
a@ thousand (to which cost of handling, 
haulage and 10 per cent. should be add- 
ed for delivery to job.

GERMAN HOSIERY _EXPORTS, 


Those Here and Elsewhere Show Big 
Drop From Pre-War Years. 


Charges that American manufactur- 
ers of knit goods, more especially of 
hosiery, will be overwhelmed by imports 
from Germany unless stiff tariff pro- 
tection is given, are not borne out by 
Statistics covering recent exports ‘of 
German. hose that have been sent out 
by the Department of Commerce. The 
figures cover exports of these goods up 
to May 1 last, and they show that, 
while Germany shipped 8,267,300 kilos 


‘of hosiery during the last. full calendar 
year before the war (1913), exports of 
this merehandise during the year. he- 

nning May 1, 1921, and ending April 

G last amounted to only 4,049,500 kilos. 
Similar shipments during the first four 
months of* 1922 reached 1,570,700 kilos. 

Of the volume of hose shipped from 
Germany in 1913, 1,323,500 kilos came 
to this country. During the period of 
May, 1921, to April, 1922, only 414,100 
kilos of German stockings’ came to this 
country. During the first four months 
of this year American imports of Ger- 
man hose reached only 172,600 kilos. 
This country was by far Germany’s 
best hosiery customer in 1918. In the 

ear ended April 30 last, shipments of

_ exceeded “by those to Austria, and close-
